ST. Louis, June 18.—The Republican 


national convention nailed their princi- 
ples to the masthead today and placed 
in command of the ship which is to bear 
them on to fortune or disaater in No- 
vember, their popular idol, William Mc- 
Kinley of Ohio and Garrett A. Hobart 
of New Jersey. But there waa mutiny 
aboard, and at the last moment before 
the linea were cast off some of the mem- 
bers of the crew who had shipped in 
many a voyape. refused to subscribe to 
the new shipping articles and walked 
down the gangplank. 


The convention was held in session for 


ten hours to accomplish the work cut 
out for it today, and the acenea at differ- 
ent tunes were tragic, dramatic and in- 
Bpirine. Fully 15,000 people were in 
tho vast auditorium to hlsa or cheer by 
turns. The bolt o! the silver men from 
the weet was fully expected, but it 
nevertheless furnished the moat dra- 
matic incident of the day. Led by Sen- 
ator Teller they had yesterday declared 
their intention of refusing to subscribe 
to the gold plank in the platform, but 
today, after Senator Teller had made his 
final appeal to the convention not to 
take the step which would drive him and 
his colleagues out of the ranks of the 
party which in the past had honored 
them and which they had delighted to 
serve, and after the convention bad 
voted SlSJg to 105^ to stand by the 
gold declaration in the platform, one 
who witnessed the scene will not forget 
to hia dyinc day the picture of Senator 
Frank Cannon of Utah, facing from the 
platform 10,000 irate, hissing, jeering 
people aa he read the valedictory ol the 
silver men. He stood erect and defiant, 
hia pale face eet in grim determination 
aa those before him tried to cry him 
down until the very courage displayed 
won for him the admiration which com- 
pelled silence. 
When he had finished the reading, 


the crowds in the gallery burst out 
ii"amwHh their cheers and erica ot dis- 
approval, but in the moat courtly 
fashion he turned and shook hands with 
Senator-elect Korakcr, the chairman of 
the committee on resolutions, perma- 
nent Chairman Thurston and other 
friends on tho platform. Then, locking 
arms with Senator Teller, the two men 
left the stand and moved down between 
the walls of yelling delegates to where 
the standard of the Idaho delegatioi- 
stood. There they were joined by the 
handsome, stalwart Dubois, and the 
three men continued their march to the 
main door, their followers falling m be- 
hind them us they moved along.

Rut as «o pronouncement by 
majorities can change onposing knowl- 
edge or belief sincerely entertained, so 
it cannot oblige minorities to abandon 
or disavow their principles. As surely 
as it ia requisite for the ncare and 
progress that minorities shall yield to 
majorities in matters of mere method, 
just BO surely is it necessary for that 
eame peace and progress that minorities 
shall not yield in tlie matters of funda- 
mental troth.

With direct rnmmnnicatinn by 
"rail "between Fresno and tne charming 
mountain resorts existing on thatnnu 
many hundreds of families would go 
from this densely settled territory to the 
cool temperature of the mountains, and 
travel would be heavy and continuous 
daring all of the Bummer months. 


There are also Immense resources in 


the 
lumber 
and mining industries 


•which would be tributary to such a 
road, and would add very materially to 
the revenues derived from passenger 
traffic. 


The advantages to Fresno of Bach a 


Toad would folly juBtify liberal assist- 
ance in securing a right of way and 
terminal facilities. Fresno in itself, aa 
the raisin producing center of California, 
and the most productive irrigation dis- 
trict in the United States, would be 
a great attraction to many visitors, who 
have an eye for remarkable achieve- 
ments in agriculture aa well aa the 
Bcaoic eplendora of tho world-famed 
"Yosemite. The road would place Fresno 
at once in tbe direct line of travel fol- 
lowed by visitors of wealth from all 
parts of the world, and the fame of our 
resources and products would rapidly 
spread abroad. 


The possibility of securing this road 


to Yosemite is well worth active and 
determined effort on the'part of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and that body 
should bo represented at the meeting of 
directors on "Wednesday by a committee 
of its most active and public spirited 
members.

tively brief period that the recinrocity 
c.ause of the tariff was in effect

demonstrated the advantages 
which 


may be realized under that system. 
Statistic* show that during one year 
from tho time a treaty was effected with 
Brazil under the McKinley law our 
principal articles of export 
to that 


country were nearly doubled in volume, 
and in some instances were more than 
doubled. 


There ia nothing like experience to 


satisfactorily demonstrate a proposi- 
tion, and it ia entirely unnecessary to 
look farther for a remedy for our unsat- 
isfactory trade relations with the Latin

America than

THE tone of leading Spanish pacers is 


becoming very discouraging regarding 
the outcome of the war with Cuba, and 
it begins to look very much as though 
the long delayed independence of the' 
American island may be nearer at hand 
than haa generally been supposed. 
Lack of revenues to carry on the war 
appears to be the chief cause of Spanish 
discouragement. The Diaroa del Cow- 
merd, the leading papei of Barcelona, 
very recently contained an editorial on 
the report of Captain-Ueneral Weylex 
which admits the financial weakness of 
the government in the frankest terme.

AND now it ia the silkworm WBOBB pa- 


tient industry is thrwtooeii by tho tire- 
lea's energy of the modern inventor. The 
manufacture of artificial silk from wood 
julp has proven so successful at Beean- 
con, France, during the last two or 
three years that the industry is to be 
established in England, near 5Iaucb.ee- 
ter. The new product is much cheaper 
than the natural silk, and it ia said to 
.ake dye much more readily, but its lus- 
«r is leas and it is reported to have the 
serious defect of. being liable tp damage 
rom water. The process of manufacture 
s interesting. The pulp, converted iuto 
collodion and resembling thick eyrup, is 
orced by pneumatic pressure from 
cylinders into Dipea passing to the spin- 
ning frames, over whicb the pipes are 
provided with tape, close together, each 
lolding a glaas tube with a minute oii- 
ice. Of these tubes, which are known 
as "glass silkworms," about 12,000 are 
n nee in the iiesancon factory. The 
jreasure on the pulp in the cylinders 
forces the material in an almost in via- 
ble filament from each glass tube, when 
eight to twelve of the filaments—the 
number depending on tbe thickness of 
tho thread to be spun—are brought to- 
gether and led through guides to a bob- 
)in, the filaments continuing to meet 
and .adhere at a point just ontaide the 
juidefl. The threads are produced nn- 
jroken until the bobbins are full, when 
hey are broken automatically. 


THE SILVER "FALLACY." 


THE report of the superintendent of 


the Stockton insane asylum showa a 
condition of affaire which is phenom- 
enal in one respect. Briefly stated, it ia 
that the expenses of tho asylum for the 
fiscal year have been about $10,000 lees 
,han the appropriation. The-people of 
California are used to seeing the ex- 
penses of public institutions'exceed tbe 
appropriations, bat they are not accue- 
•oraed to having appropriations exceed 
expenses. 
Nevertheless, any shock 


which the report from the Stockton 
asylum may give them will be gratefully 
received. That such institutions have 
been ran at too high a financial pressure 
has not been doubted, but the citizens 
had almost wearied of looking for an 
improvement. Tbe case should he a 
precedent, but whether it will or not 
remains to be Been. 


THE Merced Populists are going to 


manage the celebration of the Fourth at 
that place with a view to swelling the 
campaign fund of the party, which fact 
is too cause of tbe lond and harsh dec- 
larations of hostility now wafted on tbe 
breezBB from tbat direction. It is cer- 
tainly an innovation for a political 
party to take charge of a celebration of 
the nation's birthday, either for finan- 
cial benefits or other purposes, but it 
does not appear tbat anything can be 
done to prevent it.

TLe West ia eo nearly a 
unit in advocating the free coinage of 
tho white metal that only in one or two 
states has any party failed to declare lor 
it. In this state Republicans, Populiate 
and Prohibitionists have

planks in their platforms, and tbe 
Democracy will follow their suit. The 
South IB only a degree ICES united than 
the West in its demand for silver. In 
brief, BO far aa the financial qaeation 
concerned, it is the East against the 
West and South. 
It ia the lender 


against the borrower, the ' absorber 
against the absorbed. 


This dead "fallacy" haa turned the 


great Democratic party against its nat- 
ural leader, and it even has divided the 
Prohibition party of morala into warring 
factions. It has infused the breath ol 
life into the new Silver party, and has 
caused the Populists to cast but a few lin- 
gering glances at the fiat money of thei 
love. Were the Republican party not 
assured oi victory in the approaching 
election, it is impossible for any person 
to say how eeriouely it might not have 
been affected by the financial question, 
for the faith of many a Republican in 
the white metal ia only second to his 
faith in protection, and it is his belief 
that in voting hia party ticket ho will 
help to insure such protection that holds 
him in ling. 


A "fallacy" which produce? such re- 


Biilts aa this is not very dead. On the 
contrary, it is very much alive. The 
growth of the sentiment in favor of the 
free coinage of silver ia something 
surprising even t:> its advocates. It ia 
but a brief time since the people really 
began to realize the enormity of the pro- 
gram to give to a few men the manage- 
ment of the world's money supply, yet 
already tbat realization unites great 
masses of people and threatens the ex- 
istence of a party that has lived through 
a century. It ia a Btrange "fallac>" 
which produces such results, and the 
cry that it is dead, even whUe its won- 
derful effect is witnessed, is in brazen 
defiance of truth. The demand for sil- 
ver is not dead nor dying. On tbe con- 
trary, it is vigorously alive, and it IB only 
a question of time until the national 
lawmakers will be compelled to beed it. 


WHAT IT SHOULD BE. 


hArn ia no rouui /or Joubi that the 


Republican national convention which 
meets at St. Louia today will nominate 
William McKinley for President, and 
that it will adopt a plank strongly de- 
manding a retnrn to the system of pro- 
tection and reciprocity under which the 
industries of this country flourished and 
labor was employed and prosperous. 
There will probably be no reference to 
tariff schedules, &s 
experience and 


changing conditions suggest amend- 
ments to any law of the past, but the 
declaration for a return to the protec- 
tive system will be. strong and pffsitive. 


These matters are aa good as settled. 


The only question in doubt is the finan- 
cial plank that will bo adopted by tbe 
convention. At this writing it is im- 
possible to say what that plank n'ill be, 
but the prevailing opinion points to tbe 
probable success of tho eastern wing of 
the party in it£ efforts to secure the 
adoption of a declaration for the exist- 
ing gold standard.' Opinion may or may 
not be justified in thia conclusion. 


It is unnecessary 
to Bay if the 


convention declares for the single gold 
standard that, in the opinion oi this 
paper, it will have made & mistake. 
The REPUBLICAN believes that an un- 
equivocal declaration in favor of gold 
monometallism will put the Republican 
j>arty in a position from which it will 
eventually be compelled to recede, and 
that, in the end, will coat it dearly. 
It BO believes, because of ita opinion 
tbat the cause of bimetallism will con- 
tinue to grow Bteadily in the approval 
of the masses of the people, aa it has in 
the past, and that the political party 
which resists that growth will suffer in 
consequence. 


The REPUBLICAN ja a Republican news- 


paper because it firmly believes that tbe 
prosperity of the people of this country 
is unalterably bound np with the Re- 
publican system of protection to Amer- 
ican industry and labor, but any dec- 
laration which the party may make in 
its national convention cannot change 
its views on the money standard ques- 
tion. This paper doea not believe, how- 
ever, that even with a bimetallic cur- 
rency this country can become prosper- 
ous as it has been in tbe past without 
a tariff law that will build np our own 
industries instead of transferring them 
to foreign countries, and by tbat prin- 
ciple it will stand until experience has 
demonstrated that it is in error.

states and in all the preat centers o f ' 
population against the independent free 
coinage of silver, that tbe Republican 


party, ea a thoroughly representative 
national organization, unswayed by MC-

Holmes was a man of a little 
more, than ordinary education, witt 
aouie medical education placed on topol 
it; Dunham is a B alien, eoddeu sort of a 
brute with a quite ordinary education, 
and Durrant's ignorance and comparar 
tiva illiteracy have been widely adver- 
tised in the angrammatical and ideal ess 
scrawls whicb he haa eent out from the 
San Francisco jail. Aa for "an ambi- 
tion for higher knowledge seldom found 
in the average mortal," in Danhain it 
took the shape of a shambling effort to 
secure a knowledge of shorthand and 
typewriting, while in Durraut it ex- 
pressed itself in tbe effort (often enough 
made) to secure a profession fnr a man 
who was better adapted to carrying a 
hod. So much for the ''higher ed- 
ucation"

ter of fact, the higher 
education, 


as it ia currently understood—that is, 
the education of tho colleges and uni- 
versities—ia principally an edncation of 
the intellectual, and not of the moral, 
nature of younK people. The curriculum 
of euch an institution of learning pro- 
vides for the development of intellect, 
bat the student is very largely left to 
educate hi3 moral nature as chance may 
dictate.

Morals are loft to care for them- 
selves about 83 much in universities as 
in other places, and it certainly is a /act 
that to know all sciences doe? not neces- 
sarily make a person good. There ia a 
higher education which tends to cood- 
nesa, bat it ia a different thing from the 
ordinary education of our schools.

Butlice to finish tbe trial of Clark Wood 
before a jury and Judge Conloy yeator- 
day. 
Aa Attorney Coldwell for the 


prosecution and Attorney "W. D. Tupper 
for the defense still have to make their 
arguments, the case will not go to the 
jury much before noon today. Judge 
Conley hoped to get throngh with il 
laat night aa he was anxious to go to 
Sacramento this morning to attend the 
state Democratic convention aa a dele- 
gate from Madera county. But in de- 
ference to the wiahea of the counsel the 
Judge sacrificed his anticipated pleas- 
ure and adjourned court till this morn- 
ine. 


The trial aroused little interest. The 


testimony was about the same as at the 
former tris-i and the defense made ita 
fight, on iiwiii technicalities, not offering 
any evidence. There were only three or 
four spectators in the court room during 
the entire day. 


The monotony was relieved once for a

The Limitation of Uutput Said to 


Be the Barrier to 


Agreement. 


KIDTOI: REPUBLICAN:— The following 


proposition waa submitted to the joint 
committee of the Hundred TuoiiBnnd 
Club and Chamber of Commerce by the 
Co-operative Packera* Association. Ac- 
tion waa taken by thb board of directors 
of the Co-operative Packers' Association 
on May 2», 1896. The full test of the 
proposition ia here given: 


"To the Committee. 
Gentleman— 


With a full appreciation of your effort! 
in the interests of -the raiain industry, 
and realizing the importance of centrali- 
zation in selling and marketing tho pro- 
duct and pooling tho proceeds, to the 
end that competition among ourselvea 
may ceaee, uniform prices be maintained 
and uniform results to the grower be re- 
alized, we beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing: 


"We have maintained from the start 


that we could not consistently become a 
part of the proposed corporation, and 
find it absolutely beyond our power to 
da ti'j. From our standpoint it does not 
seem essential to the end sought. We 
are more than anxious to roach the end 
you are seeking, as it ia fundamental in 
our method of operation. To the end, 
therefore, that it may be accomplished, 
yre suggest thai a contract he entered 
into between the two corporationa, the 
Co-operative Packers' Association and 
the California Raisin Association, bind- 
ing and holding each to the essential 
feature of the proposition submitted by 
your committee, viz.; that all good's 
shall bo held for f. o. b. tales at Cali- 
fornia shipping point at pricea fixed by 
the committee. 
Ho gooda to be con- 


signed, and tbe proceeds of ail sales to 
be prorated to all partiea in. interest. 
No member, firm, corporation or indi- 
vidual, ia any manner connected with 
either of said partiea an etockholder, 
member, employee or otherwise, Eball 
own, hold or control, either directly or 
indirectly, any raisins not included 
under the provisions of said agreement. 


"An arbitration committee of three 


might be chosen, Bay two from tbe pres- 
ent committee and one from the out- 
side, whose duty it should be to adjust 
all matters of dispute that might arise 
under the contract; the present com- 
mittee to remain intact and maintain 
its present relations. 


''If it bo thought best for all parties 


aaving selling facilities to act aa brokers, 
;he arbitration committee abould estab- 
iah an office under control ot a com- 
petent accountant, where a 
record 


should be kept of all good a tinder con- 
trol, orders received, shipments made 
and moneys received. This would be 
Fort-herntweniencoof the committee in 
prorating the proceed?. 


"While it wight be well to stipulate 


that an agreed percentage (say;7o per 
cent) ui the entire output should he ee- 
cured to make the contract binding, we 
;hink it sale to say that under tmch an- 
arrangement a percentage may be agreed 
npon and brought under control (suffi- 
cient to crown the labors of your com- 
mittee with a auccesB that shall be a 
satisfaction and a blessing. 


"Commission, 'co-operative and inde- 


>endeut packer could all join in thu pro- 
cession and live. 


In accordance with tho above and to 


how our good faith, we hereby tender 
rour committee control of our output of 
aisina for tbe season of 1806. to tbe 
ame extent and for the aame purposes 
outlined in your plan for controlling the 
output of the California Raisin Associa- 
ion; necessary and satisfactory ar- 
angementa to be made for prorating the 
nroceuds of all Bales between the two- 
orporationa according to quantity and 
•adea furnished by each." 
We submit the foregoinc to the public

ST. Louis, June 15.—On the eve of the 


tenth national convention of the Repub- 
lican party, St. Lotiia resembles a bride 
decked for the coming of her liege lord. 
The buildings flame with bunting, the 
wiodowd are adorned with pictured ol 
the various candidates, the air bests 
with the pulsation of martial music as 
parading clubs go sweeping by, the 
streets surge with people borne alone 
in restleEB streams, while the hotel cor- 
ridors are choked with a jostling, posh- 
ing masa of humanity. It is estimated 
that 75,000 strangers are the guests of 
tiie Mount city tonight. The Southern 
and Planters' hotels where the head-; 
quarters of the principal delegations are 
located, were thronged to the doors all 
4ay. Hands played in the rotundas 
and kept the crowds that pushed their 
fray up and down upon the marble 
•taircasea Until they seemed to creak 
under their burdens, in a good humor, 
•while delegations met and leaders con- 
ferred behind closed doors as to the 
final details. The most remarkable 
feature about the convention so far has 
been the absence of bad blood among 
the partisans of the various candidates. 
The triumph of McKinley has been so 
complete thus far that his friends can 
afford to he magnanimous, and his op- 
ponents can do nothing but acquiesce in 
the ascertained will of the majority. 


The partisans of Reed, Quay, Morton 


and Allieon still wear their buttons and 
are as stanch as ever in their loyalty, 
but they realize the hopelessness of 
making shrieking or offensive demon- 
strations in favor of their champions 
aiid the managers of the anti'McKinley 
candidates have practically sheathed 
their swords. This does not mean that 
they have abandoned the field. With 
the exception of Governor Bradley of 
Kentucky, who dropped out last night, 
tbe names of the other candidates will 
be presented and voted for and will 
probably poll their full strength. In- 
deed, tbe .Reed men today have labored 
assiduously to rally tbe followers of the 
Maine man.

The distance from Fresno to Yoaemite 


s a little greater than from Merced to 
bat point; but there are advantages 
which would very probably offset the 
;reater distance. The road, if starting 
rom Fresno, would cross a line mineral 
and timber region, and would pene- 
;ratft fine summer resorts other than Yo- 
semite. 


There is alrtady a railroad built to 


Pollasky, twenty-air miles, in the di- 
rection of Yoaemite; and it. ia probable 
tbat tbe Southern Pacific would grant 
favorable terms if the Yoeemite com- 
pany should deaire to use that road. If 
BO, there would be no expense for 
rights of way between PoHasky and 
Fresno. Beyond Pollaahy, rights of way 
would cost neit to nothing. 


Or, it the Pollasky road could not be 


secured, or if not desirable, a junction 
might be made with the Valley road at 
the San Joaquiu river, and by tbat 
means get into Freano. At any rate, let 
it once be said that the road will come 
here if Fresno wants it, and Fresn 
lo*e no time in saying it wants it.

SPRECKELS. 


The'Latter Claims the Former llada 


a, Blackmailing: Demand 


on Him. 


S.IN FRAXCISCO, June 17.—Tbe llev 


H. F. Marshall, who waa employed by 
the Call several months 
prior 
to 


last April, filed a complaint against 
John D. Spreckela today, .demanding 
$50,000 damages for assault and battery. 


The young clergyman recites in hia

Trouble Over Water Right in Mari- 


po&a County. 


CouLTERvn.L'E, Jnne IR.—The Broad- 


head dam of the Merced river, seven 
miles from Coulterville, in being held by 
two parties with shotguns. The water 
right was located on May 3d by Captain 
A. H. Ward of Alameda and Oharlca 
Linder of Berkeley for electrical power 
purposes.

PKOOP THAT THE WORLD ENDED 


The Clark Wood Case— A Pleasant 


Indorsement of a Kick— Some 


Other Things. 


The REPUBLICAN haa interviewed 45 


men who are possessed of opinions 
on -the woman suffrage question. It 
also interviewed a number of men who 
had given the matter no thought &nd 
had no opinion concerning it. This is 
not strange; the world baa never had a 
lack of men who have no opinion on any 
vital question other than whether it 
paya to grab. To the very day when 
women are enfranchised and the voting 
population of the United States is In- 
creased by 100 per cent— a consumma- 
tion pregcant with possibilities for good 
or evil — there will be men who will have 
given the matter no thonght. Do not 
blame them; the law of their natures 
wilt refuse to be violated. 


Of the 45 men of ideas who were in- 


terviewed 23 weie opposed to woman 
suffrage and 22 were in favor of it. It 
struck me that it was a remarkable 
showing. Of 45 men interviewed at ran- 
dom one-half were in favor of bestowing 
the ballot on woman. If a similar cen- 
sus bad been taken ten years ago, I 
think you wilt agree with me in the be- 
lief that not more than four or five men 
would have been found to favor the en- 
franchisement of the other eex, and 
every one of these four or five would 
have been a hopeless crank. A crank 13 
a person who gets somewhere a few 
years earlier than the rest of tig. He 
haa a way of winning m the long ruu. 
He has prevailed in Fresno until half of 
us are with him and his belief no longer 
stamps him as a crank. 


I shall vote with the 22, and £ have a 


heap of sympathy with the feelings of 
the 23. Every bit of prejudice within 
me revolts at the thonght of the mixing 
.of women in the filthy pool of politics, 
and it IB only because it is a fixed tenet 
of my life that it is always eafe to be juet 
that I haye been an eqnal suffragist for 
these many yeare. Nevertheless, the 
feeling of repulsion at the thought re- 
mains. Consequently I was glad when 
I read what the reporter said roncern- 
imz the opposition to the measure, that 
"reasons were given, whereas woman 
suffrage speakers heard here of late 
have contended that they just wanted 
to hear a man give a reason." I said to 
jnyBBlf : "Now I will be given a sound 
basis for my unconquerable feeling. The 
argument that J could not discover 
brighter men have found, and I will 
make it my own." So I looked for 
these "reaeona" with deepest interest. 
You know that I did not find them. 
Probably the citizens gave them .and the 
reporter forgot to report them. I did, 
indeed, bear the old cry of my unreas- 
oning prejudice echoed and re-echoed, 
but the thing that I know is not reason 
in myself is not reason in another man. 
T am left disconsolate. 


Gentlemen of the Opposition, we may 


aa well deal with facts, for sooner or 
later wo will be compelled to do eo. 
The equal suffragists have a reason for 
their demands, and we do not answer it 
because there is no reason with which 
to oppose it. Wo tax women, and they 
are entitled to direct (not theoretical) 
political representation, or elae the very 
corner atone of our government is rot- 
ten. Taxation without representation 


is no leu an injustice because it U in- 
flicted on somebody who wean petti- 
coat*. When thii statement U made, 
gentlemen, you are volcelees. and yon 
must remain so. On the whole, I ehul 
not vote in Bach manner ae to announce 
my belief that my forefathers were 
mistaken in believing that taxation 
without representation is a moral crime. 
1 may shudder aa I deposit my ballot for 
equal suffrage, bat deposit it 1 will.

Ibe Grape Crusher Will Have a 


Capacity of Forty Ton* 


an Hoar.

Work has already commenced on the 


big winery which is to be erected by 
the California Wine Association near the 
railroad, two and a half mites south of 
Fresno. A force of men is engaged in 
excavating for the foundations of the 
several buildings and in bniliing a 
switch from the railroad track. It is 
tbe purpose to have tbe winery in op- 
eration by August 15th. 


H. G, LayDg of San Francisco, the 
rchitect of tbe proposed buildings, is in 
Teano to secure bids for euch work as 
an be done by Freano people. In an- 
ther column a notice to carpenters and 
ncklayers can be found. As far as 
racticable it is the intention to have 
lie work done by Freano people. This 
meana from (20,000 to $30,000 in the 
pockets of the working people of this 
icinity. 
The plant will be an immense one. 
'bore will be two largo circular cellars, 
ne for tbe storage of wines and the 
ther for a distillery. Besides this 
here wilt be eating houses, etc., and a 
own of laborers will undoubtedly be 
built around it. 
Tbe grape crusher at the winery will 


mve a capacity of forty tons an boar 
nd almost any quantity of grapes can 
be handled. 
Everything will be 


quipped with the latest and most im- 
proved appliances. There will be two 
ailroad elevators running from a switch 
050 feet long and two elevators for un- 
ending wagons.

EDITOR REPUBLICAN*:—Co-operatlcn in 


the packing and pelling of raisina ap- 
pears to be rapidly gaining ground, ac- 
cordiug to tbe aasertio,n of the president 
of the 
Easton 
Packing Company, 


who iu 
a 
speech made at 
the 


raisin meeting held at Eastern last Sat- 
urday night, stated that "tbe co-opera- 
tive companies have already secured 800 
carloads of raisins, while the commis- 
sion vackera have only 200 carloads." 


TUB speaker also said that "if the co- 


operative companies' plan had been ad- 
opted by the Hundred Thousand Club, 
instead of the commission 
packers' 


plan, thb committee of five would al- 
ready have secured the required 75 
per cent of raisins, and that too with 
but half tbe work already expended in 
favor of the commission packers' plan." 


AB tbere appears to bo no prospect 


that tbe two organizations, tbe co-oper- 
ative packers selling association and the 
commission packers corporation will 
amalgamate, there in great danger that, 
because of competition, the raisina may 
be aacrificed in the eastern market this 
season. 


Though these organizations may thus 


independently have marked their re* 
spective raisins, yet there ia a remedy 
which I now hereby submit, as foliowa: 
Let tbe Go-operative Selling Association 
and the CommieaioQ Packers' Associa- 
tion enter into a contract, each binding 
tbe other that it will not consign any 
raisins tbia season, aud also mutually 
bind each other that all raisins shall be 
sold f.o.b. California, and at a price 
. agreed upon by the Commission P*ck- 
j era* committee of live, and by a like 
1 committee appointed by the Co-opera- 


tive Selling Association, and thus the 
result will be ai effective ua if only one 
of these organizations • io marketing. 
Tin; raisins packed by the two organi- 
zations tahen together should constitute 
th« required 75 per cent needed to con- 
trol the price aud market. If such 
contract was entered into, and any one 
of the parties thereto should attempt to 
consign raisins, the aggrieved party 
could file an injunction aud thus pre- 
vent any coneicnment. 


The contract should also stipulate a 


certain damage, ao much per pound, ton 
or car, should be paio by tbe party who 
eella below the fixed price. 


Having for yearsaentcommnnicationa 


to tha Fresno papers upon ttie subject of 
co-operation, and aleo published a plan 
of procedure, my ideas of marketing 
laieina are so well known to your read- 
ers that it would be waste of time and 
space to repeat them now;, especially aa 
the growers are not aa yet ready to put 
them in operation; hence it ia that I 
have suggested the above as a tempor- 
ary compromise measure until such 
time as a better plan ran be put into 
practice.

Throughout thia entire eection Bart 


letfc pears are good crop, bnt late pear 
are light. 


Apricote, practically no crop except in 


Winters and Suiaun districts, where th 
crop is, although somewhat spotted, al 
together fairly good. There are no al 
monda north of Sacramento. Frenel 
prunes will not yield 50 per cent of laa 
year's ontput. 


We were very fortunate in saving on 


peachea from froat. We had contractec 
our peaches with oar cannery here, a 
any rate. Tbe pries agreed upon ia $4 
per ton for clings, $30 for freestones 
The standard of grade being two and a 
quarter inches up. 


Apricots are being engaged at from 


•$25 to $30 per ton; Bartlett pears a 
from $20 to $25; all sales f.o.b. wher 


Replying to your inquiry aa to the 


ruling prices of canning frait in this eec 
tion, will state that the same range 
from $30 to $33 for freestones and from 
$37.50 to $40 for clings, and large sale 
have been made at these prices for frui 
f.o.b. care, two and a Quarter Inches am 
up being the standard, and in referrin 
to large sales I mean sales of from 600 to 
300 tone.

A reference to the time table of th 


Southern Pacific railroad shows tba 
the distance between the two point 
over that road is 107 miles. Is the Va

build a road after the corkscrew pattern 
BO as to add 50 per cent to the distance 
Or is your informant undertaking to in 
form the public concerning a matter o 
which he himself knows nothing? 


Now as to the probable coat. Th 


road from Stockton to Fresno has bee 
over and over again stated by the ot! 
cials of the railroad to cost not over $20 
000per mite,'including the large ex 
penee incurred in getting out of Stock 
ton. It cannot have cost more tha 
that. Dividing tbe two and a quarte 
million (or thereabouts) of subscribe 
capital slock, which, it is said, will be 
consumed in building to Freano, by tbi 
cost per mile would show the distance t 
be, say, 113 miles, which must be prett; 
nearly correct. 


Now tliis is a much more difficult am 


expensive portion of the road to b 
milt than tbe portion between Fresn 
ind Bakerafield, where there are n 
arge streams to cross and tto engineer 
ng difficulties. The extension of th 
road to BakeraGeld cannot legitimate); 
coat, fully equipped, more than $15,00 
per mile; say $1,605,000 instead of fc1 
500,000. 


If, however, the estimate of coat 


ntended to include a duplicate road— 
one route via Visalia and one via Han 
ord—it should he BO stated. Of conree 
t would coat more to build half a dozen 
oada between tbo two pointa than to 
mild one, hut it would be hardly coirec 
o say that the distance ie 1(15 miles 
meaning that this would be the length 
[>f two roads, when one would only be 
07 mi lea in length. Nor ia it correct 
o Bay that the road between tbe two 
3oiii ta would cost $3,500,000, meaning 
hat two roads would coet that.

The cutters receive the graded fruit in

Thomaa Wilkinson of Fowler yester- 


day vi&ited the county clerk's office for 
the purpose o£ registration. Mr. Wil- 
kinson is one of the old school mechan- 
ics. He is an engineer and locomotive 
builder and has plied his mechanism on 
the firet railroad engines in the world. 


During and before tbe year 1845 he' 


was in the employ of the Stockton & 
Darlington Railroad Company iu Eng- 
land, the first one of Stevenson's roada, 
and in fact the first road ever con- 
structed and opened for public traffic. 
It was opened on the 27th of September, 
1825. 
At first the speed was eight miles per 


hour. The road now having been ex- 
tended from London to Edinburg, 187 
miles, the distance is covered in tbe 
same number of minutes there are miles.

EDITOE REPUBLICAN :—I find in the col- 


umns of your paper on Sunday a com- 
munication from two different parties 
representing northern canners of fruit, 
in which it ia stated that they are pay- 
ing from ?30 to $40 per ton for peachea 
on a standard of two and one-fourth 
inches. We aleo learn from defferent 
sources that the One Hundred Thousand 
club and the Freano Chamber of Com- 
merce paid the Tenney Canning Com- 
pany $2500 to move their plant to 
Fresno in the hone and the expectation 
that the enterprise would materially 
help the peopleof Fresno county, fcow 
what do we find? The Tenney Com- 
pany have their agents- in Selma offer- 
ine us from $10 to $12 per ton for the 
oarne clasa of fruit that tbe northern 
cannera are buying at Irom $30 to $40 
per ton, on a standard of two aiid cue- 
fourth instead of two and one-naif inch 
diameter. 
I would like to aak the people of 


Freano county what all thia means? 
Is it possible that these laudable organ- 
izations, The Hundred Thoupand Club 
and the Ohwnber of Comtneice, paid 
this company $2500 to come here and 
cinch us, or did they espect, and did 
they not understand that they were 
bringing an enterprise here that would 
give the people a fair deal? 


We did feel like heaping blessings 


upon these organizations for heiuc in- 
strumental in bringing this company 
here to can our fruit, but when they

have, we think the poople have a right 


Mrs. M. K. Harris— If any good can
